SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Sixteen hundred un- 
skilled laborers and pavers em 
in reconstruction work by the United 
Railroads will go on a strike tomor- 
row, and tie up practically all the 
work of rehabilitating the street rail- 
roads of San Francisco. 

The strike is the result of the ef- 
forts of labor-union organizers to form 
a union of these’ ignorant, unskilled 
laborers, a large part of whom are 
Greeks and Italians, who cannot 
speak a word of English and whose 
living expenses are less than half a 
dollar a day. 

About 1000 of these men belong to a 
union formed during the last two 
weeks, The United Railroads dis- 
charged about 100 who were annoying 
their men. Then the union demanded 
the reinstatement of these men, which 
was refused. So they demanded not 
only restoration, but the unionizing of 
the whole force, and an advance in 
pay, or they would call out the whole 


They demand unskilled 
labor and $3.50 for pavers for eight 
hours. The unskilled laborers have 
been getting from $1.50 to $2 and the 
pavers $2.30 for ten hours. The United 
Railroads will refuse any terms.

CATALINA CLUB DOING YEOMAN 


SERVICE FOR SPORT.

Some Rules That Might Well Be 
Changed—Hand e Prizes for Big 


Fich Taken on a Nine-Strand Line 
and Light Rod—Club Being Talked 
on This Side. 


Organized in the interests of sports- 
manship and with a view to protect- 
ing marine game fish, by encouraging 
the use of delicate gear in taking them, 
the Catalina Light Ta Club has 
issued rules and conditions for its frst 
annual angling tournament, now in 
progress at the “Magic Isle.” 

A welcome relief from the tuna rod 
and twenty-four thread line butchery 
of past years, little better than hand- 
line slaughter, the light tackle move- 
ment was slow in “catching on” at 
Catalina, although the trollers on this 
side of the channel have been using 


their hands at it. 
Just who was the first man to catch 


five-ounce lancewood tip several years 
ago and never felt disposed to claim 
a record for it, as there was nothing 
especially cult about the perform-

The Catalina rules migh 


rially bettered from a light tackle 
standpoint; the rods they permit are 
wonderfully powerful things when 


made of split bamboo as most of them 
are, and in all probability the Cata- 
lina piscators will come to this way 
of thinking in another season, just 
as they came to the light tackle idea 
from having it continually dinned into 
their ears in the public prints for 


years. 
A wood rod of not less than six 
feet length over all, and weighing, 


with butt, not to exceed sixteen ounces, 
are the rod specifications. The 
makers get around this by making dls- 
gustingly Ul-balanced things to call 
rods; enough to disgust a novice with 
the idea of light tackle. Spiendidly 
made tips, too stiff but still a step 
in advance, are spoiled as fishing 
tools by tawdry, thin drawn brass 
furniture at the butt, flimsy reel 
seats, and short, poorly made grips. 
There should be a proportion on all 
things. Restrictions enforcing lighter 
tips, and allowing some balance to 
the rod at the butt would be an im- 
provement. It is not the butt that 
kills the fish, but the tip. 
Put a limit of not less than five 
feet upon the tip, and a weight of 
five ounces, or even an ounce, to the 
foot, and no other restrictions would 
be necessary. The rules as drafted 
force a man to buy a rod in most 
cases. At the same time it is ad- 
mitted that restricting rods is a dif- 
ficult matter.

Membership in the Light Tackle 


‘|Club is open to amateurs. only who 


have caught around Catalina on light 
tackle a yellowtall, albacore, bonita, 
white sea bass, or skipjack weighing 
twenty pounds or more. Why the 
bonita and skipjack were included in 
the twenty pounds classification is not 
stated: they would have to eat some 
shot to make the weight, though bo- 
nita occasionally get up around the 
mark. A ten-pound skipjack would 
be a whale of hig kind, requiring more 


bacore twice as heavy. 

The club charges an Initiatory fee of 
$2.50. which about pays a hand- 
some membership button. There are 
no dues. 

A Special silver button is to de 
awarded the angler who catches un- 
der light tacklé rules, a game fish of 
forty-five pounds, corrected weight or 
better: and a gold button goes to him 
who catches one of not less than sixty 
pounds corrected weight. 

There is a provision—a wise one too 
—whereby users of very light tackle 
are rewarded. Where the weight of 
the rod is less than sixteen ounces. 
5 per cent. is added to the weight of 
the catch for each ounce down 
to nine ounces. Also a special allow- 
ance of 20 per cent. Is made for yel- 
lowtall. A yellowtail on a nine-ounce 
rod would therefore add 53 per cent. 
to his weight as corrected weicht This 
puts a premium on very lght tackle. 

Any amateur angler may compete 
for the club prizes without being a 
member of the club. This liberal pro- 
vision gives everybody a chance, and 
does not prevent a catch being scored 
on the technicality that the captor had 
neglected to register with the club. 

The usual provisions about taking 
fish wnaided and broken tackle, of 
course apply.

ATCH RACES 
IN BALLOONS. 


AERONAUTS COMMON ABOVE GA 
OLD 30THAM.

NEW YORK, July 24.—Is the time 
approaching when Americans will at- 
tend the races in balloons? 

As far back as 1881 three English- 
ment went from London to Epsom on 
Derby day, arriving over the Downs 
in full view of everybody and alighting 
in time to see the American horse 
Iroquois win the race. 

If sport is never sufficiently éxcit- 
ing without an element of danger, then 
ballooning must take high rank. The 
average American of sporting proclivi- 
ties does not balk at danger, and it is 
a wonder that we have deen so long

For years the ascensions were in the 
hands of professionals, who made their 
hot-air trips at county fairs, and who 
because of inadequate preparations, 
frequently met with mishaps. Now 
men of social prominence and educa- 
tion, men of wealth and standing in the 
community, are attempting to solve 
the problem of aerial navigation, and 
the sicht of a balloon above New York 
has ceased to be a novelty.

BERKELEY, July 27.—The lives and 
health of the students of th: Unver- 
sity of Califorfia will be safeguarded 
by the action which the regents have 
resolved upon—the establishment of a 
student infirmary. on 


at Berkeley, who falls ill, may claim 
as his right the best of modern sci-m- 
tile care in a ward in the Student 
Hospital. There will be wards for men, 
wards for women, and a surgical oper- 
ating-toom. For his medica) care the 
student will arrange with any physi- 
cian whom he may wish to employ. 

Arrangements will be made whereby 
students who cannot afford the cost of 
a physician’s attendance may have 
medical care without expense to them- 

selves. The hospital service, including 
expert care by professionaliy-trained 
nurses, will involve no dirett expense 
to the student. The support of the hos- 
pital will be provided for by Increasing 
the existing gymnasium fee from $1.50 
to $4 a term, and 14 devoting $2.50 of 
this to the hospital. This means that 
at an expense of cents a month every 
student of the colleges of Berkeley will 
be enabled to Mesure himself a:sainst 
the heavy and unexpected cost which 
an fliness now implies.

Just such student hospitals, con- 
ducted by the university, and nimin- 
tained by a fee required from the en- 
tire student body, are now maintained 
by Harvard, Princeton, Amherst, Ala- 
batna, lowad, Iliinois and other Ameri- 
can universities. The students of 
Stanford University are required to 
pay such a fee. The typhoid epidemics 
at Harvard, Amherst. Stanford and 
Cornell have shown how valuable such 
an institution becomes in times 
emergency. 

A considerable number of the stu- 
dents of the University of California 
are self-supporting, either w — or in 
part. For such students a single Ul- 
ness, with the resulting hospital fees, 
often means an expense as great as 
that of a whole year at college. Far 
too frequently such an iliness puts an 
end to the student's chance of ever 
obtaining a college education. Students 
of limited means, whose homes are at 
a distance, have generally been unable 
to have proper care In time of illness. 
Not being able to bear the expense of 
a hospital, they have lain u in the 
unfavorable surroundings of a board- 
ing-house, without proper food, nurs- 
ing or hygienic conditions. The in- 
auguration of the student hospital will 
relieve students of a heavy apprehen- 
sion and will prove of the greatest com- 
fort to the minds of parents who send 
their sons and daughters here from 
home for a university course. 

The student hospital will be under 
the direction of the professor of hy- 

lene. The nurses will be carefully se- 

ted, and it is expected that in man- 
agement and method the very best 
scientific ideas will be put in practice. 
The situation chosen for the infirmary 
is ideal. It is easily accessible,“ and yet, 
situated as it is in extensive grounds, 
is assured of quiet, sunshine and fresh

His Own Story. 
How He Won the Great Race 
| to Honolulu, 
Much Interest Now Felt in 
Los Angeles. 


Capt. H. H. Sinclair, owner of the 
yacht Lurune, which won the frst 
trans-Pacifia Ocean yacht race, is at 
home, after an eventful cruise of more 
than 5000 miles, nearly half the dis- 
tance having been covered in the race 
to Honolulu The man who sailed his 
own boat, and won by such a com- 
fortable margin, was persuaded last 
night to tell the interesting story of 
the fight for the handsome trophy cup 
given by the Hawatian Yacht Club. 

Tanned to a healthy glow from thirty 
days’ exposure on the océan, the skip- 
per is none the worse for the arduous 
trip.

That evening we ran into a dead calm 
off Catalina, and our sails flapped idly 
from 4 o'clock until . when a slight 
breeze again sent us on our course.

While in Honolulu, Mr. Sinclair was 
able to tell the islanders many things 
about Los Angeles. He was pleased to 
gee such a desire to know more about 
this city. The Board of Trade, says 
Capt. Sinclair, is interested In a plan 
to secure a steamship line to San Pe- 
dro. The desire for trade with this 
city is great, according to the prom- 
ment yacht owner, and there Is a pos- 
sibility that one of the eceanic 
lines running from the to San 
Francisco may be diverted by way of 
Honolulu to San Pedro. 

The success of the San Pedro-Hono- 
lulu yacht race has fired Pacific Coast 
vachtemen with a desire for another 
big race. There are plans for a na- 
tional vacht race to be held in 1908. 
Fastern vachtemen will be fnvited to 
take part and the course will proba- 
bly be the same as that sailed by the 
yachts this year. 

At least two boats will be built’ in 
Honolulu and other owners also have 
sienified a desire to enter. Schooner 
yachts 85 feet long wil! be eligible. 


Well Digger’s Strange Find.

Daves placed his own life in peril in 
an attempt to go to the relief of a 
Stranger, who was in partial distress, 
but who was able to get ashore un- 
aided.

MONROVIA-LONG BEACH LINE. 


Project to Build Trolley Straight Across 
the Valley le Receiving Con- 
siderable Support. 

MONROVIA, July 28. — The proposi- 
tion to bulld an electric line straight 
across the valley between Monrovia 
and Long Beach is receiving consider- 
able support. It is now reported that 


Long Beach capitalists will finance the 


undertaking. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trade 
Friday evening, the plan was discu ® ed 
the members seemed favorable to 
the project. The arguments advanced 
were, that such a line would shorten 
the time between Monrovia and Long 
Beach by a half hour, would find favor 
with toufistse because of its varied 
scenic attractions and would unite he 
valley districts which now have no 
rail connections with each other except 
via Los Angeles. The road would also, 
promote land development and hasten 
the subdividing of the great ranch 
holdings which would be traversed. If 
built, the line will be extended into 
Monrovia Cafion. 

LINE TO WILSON'S PEAK. 

Another railway project which would 
be of advantage to Monrovia if con- 
summated, is the reported plan of the 
Los Angeles Suburban Railway Com- 
pany to build an electric line from 

Beach across the valley to con- 
nect with the Sierra Madre line, which 
will be continued up the Wilson Peak 
trail. Loop lines from Sierra Madre to 
the Pasadena lines on the west and 
along the foothills to the Monrovia 
branch on the east are also talked of 
by railway officials. 

It is stated by men associated ; with 
Mr. Huntington that the line across 
the valley from Long Beach will be 
built. The settlement of right of way 
difficulties assures the extension of the 
Monrovia branch eastward as soon as 
the material can be obtained. This 
will be a long step ward the San 
Bernardino and Ri de lines which 
are controlled by Mr. Huntington and 
which have already been given right 
of way to Lordsburg.

VENICE SHOW HOUSES UNDER 
WRITS OF ATTACHMENT. 


to Try and Collect a Note for Fif- 
teen Hundred Dollars Alleged to Be 
"Due the Abbot Kinney Company. 


VENICE, July 29.—Sheriff's deputies 
swooped down upon the Midway Plais- 
ance at 9 o'clock tonight and served 
attachments on the box offices of all 
the show places along the avenue of 
pleasu Besides tying up the money 
in the ces, the attachments cover all 
personal property of either or both of 
the defendant corporations in any of 
the Midway concessions. 

The attachment papers bear the sig- 
nature of Judge D. K. Trask, of the 
Superior Court, Their declared purpose 
is to collect a note of $1500 alleged to 
be due the Abbot Kinney Company 
from the Venice Concession Company 
and the Goldie Construction Company. 
This note, as explained by Acting 
Manager Walter Gardner, representing 
Garton Aroun and William Goldie, 
was given in final settlement for the 
construction of the buildings on the 
Midway. Aroun and Goldie are the Mid- 
way concessionaires, under the name of 
Venice Concession Company. They 
were the contractors for the bulldings, 
under the firm name of Goldie Con 
struction Company. 

What effect the present attachments 
will have on the future of Midway is 
not clear. Walter Gardner was taken 
by surprise as he had been informed 
that attachments could not be served 
on Sunday. But, as he was ambitious 
to be on the safe side and take no 
chances on the serving of legal papers 
on Sunday, he was careful to see that 
the numerous cash boxes were at all 
times at low tide. . 

This was a big day on the Midway. 
All of the shows received heavy pat- 
ronage. To the end that robbers 
sheriffs armed with papers of attach- 
ment proceedings might make no rich 
haul the cash was gathered at frequent 
intervals during the day and evening. 
The Sheriff's men descended upon de- 
pleted treasurica, and so orderly was 
the proceeding carried on that even the 
Turks went on with their muscle dance 
and was unconfined. 

The Midway is in no position to with- 
stand any lasting attachment that 
might tle up the box office receipts. 
The admission fees have not been any 
larger in the aggregate than would 
meet the weekly wage roll of the sala- 
ried employés. With the regular flow 
of this source of revenue cut off, Mid- 
way glances with longing eye down 
the line and sees its finish.

Students of Heredity Interested in 
Birth of Lhevinne iInfant—Parents 
Musical Prodigies, and Probable 
Career of Child Causes New York- 


ers to Speculate Concerning It. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, July 26.—Students of 
heredity are interesied in the an- 


nouncement that Mme. Lheyinne 
has given birth to a son in 
Russia. Mme. Lhevinne is the 


wife of Josef Lhevinne, a piano vir- 
tuoso, and she. herself is a performer 
of reputation in her own country. 

It is a singular fact that marriages 
between musical geniuses have not 
been fruitful. Among the noteworthy 
unions were those between Robert 
Schumann, the composer, and Clara 
Wiech, the planiste; De Beriot, the vio- 
linist, and Mme. Malibran, the singer; 
Eugene d' Albert and Teresa Carreno, 
both famous as plano virtuosi, and 
Theodore Lestetschizsky, the peda- 
gogue, and his pupil, Anette Esipoff. 
There was no offspring of any of these 
marriages. 


If there js anything in heredity the 
Lhevinne baby should be a great mu- 
sical genius. His father has been taken 
up as the successor of Paderewski and 
Rubinstein. His mother, though little 
known here, is a populer favorite in 
a country of great pianists. She was 
born of Dutch parents in Moscow in 
1880. Her musical education began in 
her sixth year, and at 8 she entered 
the Moscow Imperial Conservatory. In 
her twelfth year she made her first 
public appearance, playing a Chopin 
fantasie with orchestral 
ment 
her enteenth year grad- 
uated as gold medalist of the plano 
class of the Moscow Conservatory, and 
at the same time she received a diplo- 
ma and highest honors as a teacher 
of mathematics from the Moscow Uni- 
versity. 

Shortly after she was graduated she 
married Lhevinne, who had been her 
teacher at the conservatory. Her pub- 
lic appearances have been frequent on 
the continent. She has made individual 
tours of Russia and Holland, and has 
appeared with her husband in ensemble 
concerts in Paris, Berlin and other 
continental capitals. Arthur Nikisch, 
who heard her in St. Petersburg, in- 
vited her to Vienna in 1902 to play with 
his orchestra. 

During her husband's American tour 
next season she will appear with him, 
playing the Brahms intermegzo for two 
pianos, the Raff double concerto and 
several new compositions for two 
pianos recently written by Caesar Cui, 
the celebrated Russian composer, for 
the especial use of M. and Mme. 
Lhevinne during their joint American 
tour.
